When Money Granted, Land 
May Be Obtained for 
Large Park Area 





Describing the local park proj- 
ect as “just a dream so far”, 
Richard G. Manley, city service 
manager, filed a P. W. A. proj- 
ect Saturday, the deadline for re- 
questing the federal government 
to assist in unemployment relief 
projects. The park project calls 
for improvement of a site. 

Under the terms outlined by 
Ralph Smith, P. W. A. director 
for this district, his organization 
would make a park out of a 
site, “if the city would provide 
the site’. Final approval of 
projects is in the hands of au- 
thorities at Washington, D. Cc. 

It is expected nothing definite 
about a site wilf be done here 
until the Upland park project is 
given final approval and money 
allotted for improvement of the 
site. 

Concerning a site, Mr. Manley 
said nothing definite but he ex- 
pressed confidence that if the 
money is made available the site 


can be cbhtained by some means. ; 


It is understood that a centrally 
located area is being considered 
as a possible park location. 
The park project is one of 
many filed under the Pp. W. A.
